Amend the Irish Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act 

( 1857 ). 

W HEREAS bj the Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, Pi-eamblc. 

1857, unclaimed Dividends made before the passing of 20 & 2 iy^ct. 
the said Act are exempted from the Operation of its 
Two hundred and ninetj^-fourth Section, but no Provision is thereby 
5 made for the Disposal of such unclaimed Dividends, and it is expedient 
to amend the said Act by supplying the said Omission : Be it enacted 
bv the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
the present Paidiament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 

10 as follows : 

I. The Court may order that Dividends which had been declared Application 
before the passsing of the said Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857, iJiSeSdr' 
and which have remained unclaimed for the Space of Three Years declared 
from the Declaration thereof, shall be divided and paid amongst 
15 the other Creditors, in manner provided by the Sixth of William the scT&si Viot.
